Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1 ) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the Birthday Kits, Adult 
kits, Personal care kits, Picnics kits and High Alert Kits must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures.

The 
title of the invention should be brief but technically accurate and 
descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more 
than 500 characters.

The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawinq(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01(f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

(i) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 

1 .52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each 
element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation. 
There may be plural indentations to further segregate subcombinations or 
related steps. See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (i)-(p).

4. The specification is objected to as failing to include a Detailed Description of the 
Invention, which describes the structural details of the invention and which refers to 
reference numerals of the drawings. 

5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The disclosure is replete with typographical errors too numerous to specifically 
point out. For example only, note the phrase " migh t prove" on page 6 line 7. 
Corrections are required where they are appropriate. Additionally, on page 7 line 5, the 
description of Fig 3 appears to be inaccurate since Fig 3 does not show various 
configurations of personal care kit. 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities. 

A reference to and brief description of the last page of the drawing [page that 
include all the drawings] as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .74 is missing. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

7. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a] the use of the word "will" in the claims are inappropriate since it refers to 
something in the future. 

b] The claim is not in a single sentence format. See MPEP 608.01 (m) (R-2), 
which states: 

Each claim begins with a capital letter and ends with a period. Periods may not be used 
elsewhere in the claims except for abbreviations. 

Furthermore, the last paragraph in claim 2 appears to be a descriptive section 

(i.e. the sections do not identify any specific structural features or active method steps 

but rather appear to be an statement by the applicants), which belongs in the Detailed 

Description section of the application. However if this paragraph is intended to be part of 

the claim, applicant is referred to MPEP sections 608.01 (i) -608.01 (n) for the correct 

claim format and layout (for example, a single claim must begin with a capital letter and 

end with a period (a period is needed at the end of the subsection (e)). Periods may not 

be used elsewhere in the claims except for abbreviations). Applicant attention is further 

directed to the patents cited as prior art as examples of appropriate layouts) of a patent. 

Appropriate correction is required. Appropriate layout of the Specification is 
disclosed in the MPEP sections 606, 608-608.01 (h). 

The claim or claims must commence on a separate physical sheet or electronic page and should 
appear after the detailed description of the invention. Any sheet including a claim or portion of a claim 
may not contain any other parts of the application or other material. While there is no set statutory form 
for claims, the present Office practice is to insist that each claim must be the object of a sentence starting 
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with "I (or we) claim," "The invention claimed is" (or the equivalent). If, at the time of allowance, the quoted 
terminology is not present, it is inserted by the **Office of Patent Publication. Each claim begins with a 
capital letter and ends with a period. Periods may not be used elsewhere in the claims except for 
abbreviations. See Fressola v. Manbeck, 36 USPQ2d 1211 (D.D.C. 1995). Where a claim sets forth a • 
plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the claim should be separated by a line 
indentation, 37 CFR 1 .75(i). There may be plural indentations to further segregate subcombinations or 
related steps. In general, the printed patent copies will follow the format used but printing difficulties or 
expense may prevent the duplication of unduly complex claim formats. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The specification fails to sufficiently describe the invention claimed in claims 1-2 so as 
to enable one of ordinary skill in the art to make the invention claimed without undue 
experimentation. It is not clear from the specification what a kit that start at kinder 
garden through college encamps. What is an Adult Kit? What does applicant consider to 
be High Alert Kit or personal care kit? 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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1 1 . Claims 1 -2 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim 1 is indefinite because it is not clear what the phrase "School Kit that will 
provide all the supplies for that grade level" is intended to encompass. 

Claim 1 is indefinite since all that the applicant considers to be encompassed by 
the phrase "This kit will start at kinder garden though college" cannot be determined. 

The last paragraph in claim 2 is confusing since it is not clear what structure is 
the applicant is referring to. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

13. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dao 
[6,382,421]. 

The claim is interpreted as best understood by the examiner. The claim is 
interpreted as requiring a packaging system that accommodate articles of school 
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supplies [col 2 lines 47-49]. Dao is considered to clearly show a device having the 
structural elements of the claim that can be understood. 

14. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Renn 
[2,740,516]. 

The claim is interpreted as best understood by the examiner. The claim is 
interpreted as requiring a packaging system that that accommodate Personal care kit 
[col 2 lines 9-20]. Renn is considered to clearly show a device having the structural 
elements of the claim that can be understood. Additionally Runn's device could also 
hold any other items including Birthday Kits, Adult Kit, High Alert Kit or picnic Kits as 
intended use. 

1 5. If applicant continues to prosecute the application, revision of the specification 
and claims to present the application in proper form is required. While an application 
can be amended to make it clearly understandable, no subject matter can be added that 
was not disclosed in the application as originally filed. 

Applicant is advised: 

I. Any substitute specification must be provided on separate pages from the 
amendment to the claims. 

II. Any substitute specification must be accompanied by a statement that no 
new matter is in the substitute specification. 

II. Any response to this Office action must be signed by the Applicant. 
IV. A response to this action must either include an amendment to the 
claim(s) and/or specification accompanied by remarks indicating how the amendments 
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overcome the objections and rejections made in this Office action, and/or Applicant 
must point out why Applicant believes that the rejections and objections are 
inappropriate. 

V. New drawings must be provided showing the invention claimed and 
including figure numbers and reference numerals as required. 

VI. Any drawing which includes new subject matter over that originally 
disclosed by Applicant will be objected to in the next office action. 

VII. Any amendment to the specification which includes new subject matter 
over that originally disclosed by Applicant will be objected to in the next office action. 

VII. Applicant must respond to all of the issues presented in this Office action.
